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Si/IALLUR  SHIPMENTS  0?  PORTO  EI3AN  GRAPEFRUIT  EXPECTED 

The  shipments  of  grapefruit  from  Porto  Rico  are  expected  to 
amount  to  about  630,000  boxes  during  the  present  season,  according  to 
a  report  just  received  from  Mr.  H.  G.  Henricksen  of  the  Porto  Rico 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station.     This  figure  was  arrived  at  after 
circularizing  the  grapefruit  producers  of  the  Island.     The  actual 
shipments  during  1325-26  amounted  to  303,000  boxes.     Of  the  total  ship- 
ments this  year  the  growers  expect  to  ship  300,000  boxes  before  November 
1,  about  240,000  boxes  between  November  1  and  May  1,  and  the  remainder 
between  May  1  and  July  1. 

The  progress  of  the  Porto  Rican  grapefruit  industry  is  shown  in 
the  following  table  which  gives  the  number  of  trees,  both  bearing  and 
non-bearing,  over  a  period  of  years:
